BERLIN, Dec. 7.—The German re 
| public won a big victory in the gen- 
eral elections today. The three parties 
| pledged against the return of mon- 
| archism, for the honest fulfillment of 
ithe Dawes plan, and cotperation for 
‘the restoration of European sanity, 
made substantiai gains in their mem- 


berships in the reichstag and in the | 


i popular vote. 

| The German Nationalist party, 
|_pledged to the restoration of the 
‘former kaiser, sabotage of the Dawes 
‘plan, and a revenge war, also polled 
‘significant gains. These were largely 
at the expense of Gen. von Luden- 
dorff's Voelkische, especially in Bava- 
ria, where Admiral von Tirpitz was 
elected and the Voelkische lost almost 
75 per cent of its strength. 

Monarchism Made Big Issue. 

Although the results are only partly 
known at midnight, todsy’s general 
election, in which the population was 
asked to vote indirectly for a republic 
or monarchy, while showing huge re- 
publican gains, indicates that the 
monarchist movement is not losing 
ground. Instead Germany is forming 
itself into two great parties instead 
of seven large and fifteen small ones, 
as hitherta. From now on it can 
expected that the nation will be di- 
vided on the issue. of monerehiem. 

Indications show that the greatest 
vote was cast in German history, 90 
per cent of the electurace exercising 
their right. In some cities 998 per 
cent voted. Ninety-five i¢r cent voted 
in Potsdam, the former home of the 
ex,Kaiser, where the Socialists’ strength | 
showed a gain of 160 per cent and 
the Democrats’ 40 per cent. Prince 
Oscar, a son of the former kaiser, was 
Potsdam’s first voter. He and the 
princess rode to the rulls on bicycles. 

The German Communist party suf- 
fered the heaviest defeat in its his- 
tory. All estimates point to a 40 to 
50 per cent loss of its voting strengtii, 
which will knock the party from fourth 
place into sixth. 

Ludendorff Is Reélected. 

Gen. von Ludendorff was elected to 
the reichstag. He was elected be- 
cause his rame was first on the Voel- 
kische list, which gives him a seat 
despite his losing his district. Gen. von 
Ludendorff’g majority was so small and 
the party + vote has fallen so ‘ow that 
his friends believe he will resign. 
Catholic Bavaria openly fought Gen. 
von Ludendorff. 

Foreign Minister Stresemann, Chan- 
cellor Marx, and Joseph Wir-h were 
elected. The Socialists elected every 
district party leader. The only woman 
reported elected at midnight was Ruta 
Fisher, leader of the Communist party. 

The Social Democratic party claims 
140 seats instead of the present 100. 

Marx May Again Rale. 

As the Catholic party is pledged with 
, the democrats and the social democrats 
to the maintenance of a republic, it is 
expected that President Ebert will offer 
the chancellorship to the present chan- 
cellor, Marx, a Catholic. A new repub- 
lican bloc, including the social demo- 
crats and perhaps eliminating the peo- 
pies’ party, will*be formed.

WE’RE PROBABLY OUT OF 
LUCK. 


At the dinner of the Chicago Real Estate board 
Mayor Dever spoke first and Samuel Insul) fol- 
lowed him. What Mr. Insul] said was an inter- 
esting addition to transportation discussion. The 
reporters thought the program was completed and 
went to get their stories into the papers. Mr. 
Dever asked permission to reply to Mr. Insull, and 
did. Nothing of that was in the morning papers 
because the reporters had gone. ; 

Some of the people at the dinner evidently thin 
that they have caught the newspapers in another 
suppression of the other side. The morning papers 
are for a subway now. Mayor Dever is against a 
subway now. Some people want to believe that 
THE TRIBUNE suppresses what it does not like and 
they'll continue to believe it in spite of the fact 
it is not so. Saturday morning the inadvertent 
emission of Mr. Dever’s remarks in reply to Mr. 
Insull was corrected so far as it could be by a 
twenty-four hour late abstract of what he said. 

He said that Mr. Insull naturally wanted the 
city to build a subway and allow him to use it, 
that he could have no equity in a system built by 
money contributed by the surface car line users 
and that so long as he (Dever) was mayor not a 
cent ef the $40,000,000 would be used in subway 
construction, but it would be guarded for use in 
@ complete settlement of the whole transportation 
system. A complete settlement means municipal 
ownership and consolidation of the surface and 
elevated lines. Mr. Dever agrees with Mr. Insull 
that a large area of the city is undeveloped because 
of lack of transportation, but he says that the 
elevated lines did not use the extension ordinances 
granted them. That was, roughly, twenty years 
@go, and probably not so much of a case in point. 

If Mr. Insull wants a subway it is an indorse- 
ment by a successful transportation man. The, 
city has been afraid no one would use the subway. 
Insull would use it. He certainly would. So would 
any transportation chief in his right mind. 

Of course he has no equity in it. The equity in 
anything started with the traction fund is held by 
the surface car users whose money went into the 
fund. It may be a bad thing that there is any 
such fund. It might be much better if the city 
from the start had to raise money by bonds or 
certificates. The fund seems to be just another 
part of the clutter. 

We know that in city congestion there cannot 
be rapid transit on the surface. It must be either 
above or below the ground. We know that cities 
may start with elevated lines, but they end with 
subways—all except Chicago. When New York 
pulls an elevated line down there is a celebration. 
When it delays a subway extension there is almost 
a riot. There must be a reason. We haven't 
found ft. 

Mr. Dever knows what he wants and he wants 
what he wants when he wants it. If we wait for 
subways until he gets what he’s after we're out 
ef luck. And we probably are. 


THE WHITE ACCORD. 


Austen Chamberlain in Paris is said to have 
promoted an Anglo-French accord with Premier 
Herriot for North Africa. He is on his way to 
Italy to get an understanding with Mussolini. It 
will be a good thing if the various European 
nations recognize their common interests as 
whites. Since the war there has been considerable 
trouble fomented by the intrigues of white against 
white in Asia and Africa. 

Russia is definitely in the game of making 
trouble wherever possible, in Asia or elsewhere. 
Great Britain again has Egypt and the Sudan on 
its hands. French opposition to Britigh interests 
would not help the white world. The white world, 
because successful, is not less moral than the 
brown, yellow, or black. It promotes the world’s 
welfare with less force than many of the other 
colors would use in destroying its welfare. 

Curzon tn Chamberlain's place would not have 
been able to get to an accord with France, probably 
not even in dealing with Herriot and certainly not 
if he had Poincare to deal with. Curzon’s genius 
‘was tn promoting antagonisms and animosities. It 
is of general concern that the whites have some 


basis of agréement among themselves in matters | 


which affect them as peoples and it also is of 
concern that the British and French in getting 
on common ground do not do so at the expense of 
Germany, which as a republic is needed back in 
the circle of white nations. 
A North African accord which persuaded Great 
* Britain to sacrifice German welfare would be not 
' go good. It is essential to the good of the white 
peoples that Germany recover, and as a republic.

| possible to better the existing law and it is to be 
‘hoped especially that Secretary Mellon’s emphasis 
upon the proper object of taxation, namely, reve- 
'nue, will have effect upon the general policy of 
_congressiona! action. 
| We think the sensible and practical majority of 
congress, a very large majority without party 
distinction, will agree that taxation should not be 
used to accomplish revolutionary readjustments of 


ouwr-social system, much less as an expression of 
human envy and prejudice “to punish success.” 
As Mr. Mellon points out, the controlling elements 
of sound taxation are not political and his reminder 
to congress is timely, that “the last two preceding 
secretaries of the treasury, both under another 
party administration, presented to congress the 
same economic viewpoint with respect to high 
surtaxes as that which was advanced by the treas- 
ury and raised the greatest controversy during the 
recent tax legislation.” 


Excessive taxation has been proved to be inef- 
fective from a revenue standpoint and demoralizing 
economically and even socially. We know there are 
men in congress who have their story, so to speak, 
and are going to stick to it regardless of the facts, 
but they are in a minority which is weaker in 
influence if not in numbers in this congress, and 
it ought to be possible for a majority in congress 
drawn from both parties to place the general wel- 
fare above party tactics and produce a tax revision 
firmly controlled by sound principles. 


No one would wish congress to accept treasury 
estimates and recommendations without proper 
examination and consideration. They are not in- 
fallible. But that consideration should be rea- 
sonably disinterested and public spirited. The 
country demands taxation should rest upon the 
taxpayer as nearly as can be contrived in propor- 
tion to his ability to pay. That is a sound princi- 
ple. On the other hand, the good sense of the 
public surely demands the revision of taxation 
which has not accomplished its object and, while. 
purporting to put a heavy burden on the rich, has 
been largely evaded. Tax revision, in other words, 
should be, made in the light of experience and not 
by prejudice or irrelevant and futile theory. 


FLEXIBLE CONTROL OF 
RADIO. 


Anarchy in the air is the only alternative to 
federal control of radio. No one doubts that. But 
the form of that control can well wait for its defini- 
tion until we know what radio will be. In that 
Secretary Hoover is right. He proposes a brief bill 
leaving radio contro] latgely to the discretion of 
the secretary of commerce. 

This is better than a long bill of particulars on 
air control that may be outdated tomorrow by a 
new invention. Radio today is not static. Only 
when its possibilities have been more definitely 
exhausted and its future better prophesied can 
statutory regulations be worked out. Mr. Hoover's 
method is more flexible and efficient, and with Mr. 
Hoover as the controller it will be safe for the 
puDlic interest. 

Without letting go, the federal government can 
keep its control from being irksome. It will keep 
its hand on radio, as it should, and by Hoover’s 
method that control will be intelligent. Congress 
should grant the power but leave the application 
largely to trusted executives. That is a modern 
tendency in government that applies to other fields 
than radio. 


WIDEN LA SALLE ALL THE 
WAY. 


Mayor Dever wants to widen La Salle street 
from Washington street to Lincoln park. John 
J. Sloan, his chief of the board of local improve- 
ments, wants to widen it only from Washington 
to Ohio. It will cost $11,000,000 to widen La Salle 
street to Ohio. That includes the bridge. It will 
cost $4,400,000 more to carry the job on to Lincoln 
park. 

We agree with Mayor Dever. So does the Chi- 
cago Plan Commission and 75 per cent of the 
property owners concerned. Widening La Salle 
half the way will help some. But widening it all 
the way to Lincoln park will help much more than 
twice as much. 

Traffic relief northward depends on opening 
larger vents from the loop to Lincoln park, and 
;* traffic channel half way to the park will not 
mean much. Delay in widening the northern end 
of La Salle, asked by Mr. Sloan, means delay in 
rescuing Chicago from strangulation. Postpone 
ment in such cases is impractical.

TRAINING CHILDREN. 

HYSICIANS seem to be ready to 

agree that about one-half of the 

bed wetters can be cured of the 

habit by training. A newly bore 
babe bedwets without restraint. To do 
80 is the nature of the human beast at 
all age periods. Because the  conse- 
quences of various kinds are unpleasant 
and uncomfortable, the human animal 
trains himself to restrain his natural 
tendancy. If the particular individual 
has a good mother and is easily trained, 
at 3 months of age he shows some re- 
straint against bedwetting, and at 5 to 6 
months he is well enough trained that 
mishaps are avoided except during pe- 
riods of acute illness. 

sitdipnis 
At the other end of the line are idiots 

and imbeciles who are never trained to 
restrain the natural tendency to bedwet. 
In between come the “ in-between peo- 
ple” and they develop control at “in- 
between age’’ periods. Assuming that 
a mother finds her child still bedwetting 
at an age when his playfellows have 
stopped, what is she to do? The firs 
step is to have him thoroughly exam- 
ined for some organic disease which may 
be the cause. If she finds that her child 
is organically sound, the next step is 
to undertake training him. She will be 
lucky if she finds a physician who can 
advise her how to train a child not 
to bedwet. 


Drs. Wile and Orgill have a health 
class for children in which special at- 
tention is given to training against bed- 
wetting. They have each child keep 
a record card and paste on it a gold star 
for each day of escape and a blue star 
for each day of failure. No rewards or 
punishments are awarded. The record 
of gold and blue stars is thought to 
cover that fleld.

When a child is a nafl biter, or thum> 
sucker, as well as a bedwetter, the hand 
habit is cured and nothing is ever said 
about bedwetting. Experience teaches 
that when the nail biting or thumb suck- 
ing habits are cured by training, the 
bedwetting habit follows into the dis- 
card as a side product.

If the child does not wet 
the bed he does not go to the office for 
treatment the next day. If he is less 


fortunate he goes for his treatment— 
really his punishment. ' 


There are certain helpful expedients 
which are carried out in the home. The 
most serviceable of these is the no-sup- 
per plan. 
heavy meal is required for the kidneys 
and bladder to quiet down. If the 
child will not agree to no supper, a very 
light dry supper may not do much harm. 
A quiet evening is of great importance 
in training. Children that get an aft- 
ernoon nap and are quiet between sup- 
per and bed time seldom bedwet. 

Getting the child up for relief about 
10 p. m. is an expedient which helps 
greatly, but is a little troublesome. A 
good deal can be accomplished by hav- 
ing children train themselves in the 
ability to start, to stop, and to shut off 
the flow at will.

TRAINING CHILDREN. 

Mrs. H. L. R. writes of her experfence 
in preventing the constipation in her 
children for the benefit of “Mrs. 5S. 
a. 

I have raised four healthy’ children. 
This was my plan for proper bowel hab- 
its: 

In infancy they are trained to have 
bowel movements at regular times. As 
s00n as they get old enough to have a set 
breakfast hour they are trained to go 
to the toilet immediately after breakfast. 

I began diet treatment by using orange 
juice without sugar. When they were 
old enough they got the juice of one or- 
ange one-half an hour beforé breakfast. 
When it was necessary a gluten supposi- 
tory was used at bedtime. 

Training is the principal agent. My 
older children help me train the younger. 

I am 50 years old and have been on the 
job twenty-five years raising my own 
four children and one stepchild, giving 
them proper food, seeing they got plenty 
of restful sleep and training them to be 
happy, useful citizens, 

That has been my life work and it has 
been worth while.

We do not have sufficient facts before us 
to justify an absolute answer, and it is not 
practicable to cover here al] the points of 
law that might be involved. In general, be- 
fore making payments, an owner should re- 


ceive from the contracor a statement of 
amounts due to material men and laborers. 
(Sec. 5.) 


A contractor cannot enforce a lien to the 
prejudice of third persors, unless within forr 
months of completion he sues to enforce the 
lien or files with the clerk of the Circuit 
court a claim of lien for which a printed 
form can be secured from a stationer. (Sec. 
7). As against the owner, the claim may be 
filed at any time within two years after com- 
pletion. (Sec. 9.) 


Subcontractors may be reqnired to give 
a verified statement of the amount due to 
them. (Sec. A subcontractor must 
within gixty days after completion serve no- 
tice, for which a printed form can be secured, 
unless the owner has been given notice b; 
such statement. (Sec. 24.) 

A subcontractor must file petition to en- 
force his lien within four months after ma- 
turing of his claim. (Sec. 33.)

Such activa will do 
away with the oval being booted ovsr 
the goal lines and will permit more 
spectacular returns. 


New Extra Point Rale? 


Another point which is interesting 
and one which merits consideration is 
in regard to the try for point after 
touchdown. When the scoring team 
attempts to register he exra point dy 
run, kick, pass or line play. the de 
fense has no chance to score. All that 
it can do is to prevent the offending 
eleven from registering the extra point. 

Coaches now contend that the de- 
fense sho'1'd be given a chance to score 
a point by picking up a fumple or in- 
tercepting a forward pass. Some meéii- 
tors say thut the defense should be per- 
mitted to :.cover a blocked kick and 
run for the point which may help °o 
do away with tie scores. Such a pro- 
cedure wiil create more spectacular 
runs. In other words the majority of 
coaches contend this play would go to 
completion just the same as if it hap- 
pened in the field of play and before a 
touchdown had been scored.

Prof. Ralph W. Aigler of Michigan, 
chairman of the committee in charge 
of appointing officials for various big 
Ten football games, asserted the new 
scheme is working out better than was 
expected. in its first year, the commit- 
tee received few adverse criticisms, 
while most of the reports of officials on 
different games lauded the sportsman- 
ship of coaches and spectators.
